As a result of tlio ever in- 


creasing advances in medical 
science 
t h c r e is an ever 


greater 
number of persons 


who are surviving past age 65. 
Such p e r s o n s often need 
surgical operations. Whereas, 
in the past, operation on elder- 
ly persons was limited to life- 
saving emergencies, they arc 
now undertaken for all types 
of surgical conditions with 
confidence in tbeir success. 
This change in attitude has 
been brought about by better 
k n o w l e d g e of the normal 
physiology of the aged, better 
surgical technique and mod- 
ern drugs.

it was common to observe 
senility in persons who were 
in their early 40s. In any era 
some persons reach senility at 
a much e a r I i e r age than 
others.
